Defeated Candidate Makes His 


First Public Address Since 
SAYS DEMOCRACY MUST WIN.

Lincoln, Neb., Deo. J. 
Bryan was the ‘central ‘figure among the 
guests who tonight sat down to the annual 
dinner of the Jeffersonian club of Lincoln. 

It was Mr. Bryan's first real public appear- 
ance’ since the November election, and the 
reception given him was worthy of the regard 
in which he is still held by members of the 
two parties in his own State and city. The 
crowd hung on his words and by common 
agreement seemingly resolved to serve notice 
on Democrats of other States that whether or 
not sentiment against him was 8 
the fusionists of Nebraska were loyal for all 
time, come what may. 0 

Mr. Bryan's speech was heartily applaud- 
ed, but was conservative in sentiment and 
shorter than usual To a crowd of Bryan. 
worshippers it could not, of necessity, 
bring out the fervor that did that of John W. 
Kern of Indiana, the defeated De ratic 
candidate for Governor. Mr. Kern pictured 
Bryan as still the leader of the Democratic 
and Populist forces of the nation, the only 
Moses left to lead his distracted followers 
out of the wilderness. | 

Hints of Bryan in 1904. 

Mr. Kern. by inference, associated the 
name of Bryan with the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President in 1904; and the 300 
men present were wild with delight. Like- 
wise, by inference, but so plainly as not to 
be misunderstood, he scored the letter of 
Grover Cleveland, saying: 

It is in no spirit of bitterness, however, 
I add that there were a few men, once promi- 
nent in Democratic ranks, who, in the midst 
of all of the stormy. scenes of this mighty 
contest, remained unmoved and silent, ex- 
cept that now and then they took occasion 
to furnish ald and comfort to the enemy by 
making public denial that they were in sym- 
pathy with the cause of the people or to 
express their regrets that such ‘ painful and 
distressing issues were before the people. 

For the sake of the future welfare of 
the party I shall attempt no harsh criticism 
of the course of these men, but I will not for- 
bear saying here and everywhere that they 
néed not be surprised if any gratuitous 
counsel which they may seek to thrust upon 
the millions of loyal Democrats who fought 
the good fight and kept the faith shall fall 
upon reluctant ears.“ 

Mr. Kern's speech furnished the surprise 
of the evening. 

Mr. Bryan was in excellent volce and spoke 
with his customary vigor, as follows: 

At this banquet, surrounded by neighbors 
who have been my friends for ten years, * 
may be pardoned for saying a word of a per- 
sonal nature. Five times you have voted for 
me for public oftice—twice for Congress, once 
for the United States Senate, and twice for 
the Presidency—and no candidate ever re 
ceived more loyal support than you have 
given. 

Whether I shall ever be a candidate for 
office again is a question which must be de- 
termined by events. No one can speak with 
certainty of the future, for one’s destiny is 
not known until his life’s work is complete. I 
shall be content if it is my lot to aid in the 
triumph of the principles, while others enjoy 
the honors and bear the responsibility of 


Not Discouraged by Defeat. 

The Presidency seemed desirable because 
it would have enabled me to give effective 
aid to certain reforms which I believe to be 
necessary to the public welfare, but defeat— 
even a second defeat—does not lessen my in- 
terest in this reform and e may prove 
that my work is to ‘advocate rather than to 
execute. 

The Commoner will give me an oppor- 
as to participate in public discussions, 

am sure that an editorial position will 
furnish as much intellectual enjoyment as I 
could have found in the White House, and 
in addition thereto give me more, time for 
home pleasures. 

The principles for which we contended 


in the last campaign still live, and we who 


believe in them must continue to fight for 
them. An election does not change princi- 
ples, it only determines what principles shall 
be, for the time being, applied. 

The believers in tariff reform did not 
abandon their faith when the high tariff doc- 
trine was indorsed at the polls, neither did 
protectionists when their cause suffered loss. 
The advocates of the gold standard contin- 
ued the fight for monometallism for twenty- 
five years in spite of the platform declara- 
tions of all parties in favor of a double stand- 
ard; shall we who believe in bimetallism lose 
courage because our opponents have profited: 
‘by an increased volume of money—thus ad- 
mitting the<conomic principle for which we 


been contending? 


The defenders of trusts did not lose heart 
when all parties denounced combinations in 
restraint of trade; shall we give up the fight 
because monopoly has triumphed by stealth? 


Imperialism Not Indorsed. 

„Must we now advocate an imperial poli- 
ey because our opponents have won a victory 
by denying that they are imperialists? A 
colonial system involves a surrender of our 
theory of government, and the people will 
understand this as soon as the system is put 
into operation. If we were to consult our 
immediate conveniences and comfort we 
would never oppose wrong of any kind, for 
all warfare involves a temporary sacrifice, 
but this is our government, and must be 
transmitted unimpaired to posterity. We 
have no choice, therefore, but to stand stead- 
fast, come what may. 

“If we are successful in déversing present 
tendencies and in carrying the government 
to its old foundations we shall rejoice in the 
victory and profit by the reforms secured. I 
am confident that we shall ultimately win, 
but if the trend toward plutocracy cannot be 
checked it is still better that we should be 
defeated in a righteous undertaking than 
that we should join hands with those who are 
ignoring the inalienable rights of man.”

This pledge was 
made not only to their party but also by im- 
plication to Mn. Cullom, who, relying upon 
the strict fulfillment of their promises, ad- 
vised the nomination of these gentlemen. 

Our entire district, prior to the Republican 
primaries held to select delegates to the Sen- 
atorial convention, was canvassed by those 
who were oppoged to Cullom, in the interest 
of Small and Curtis, who sought to secure 
nomination without instructions.

It is con- 
tended by Congressman Cannon’s supporters 
that our Representative’s candidacy ipso 
facto’ shoul 
resentatives-elect from this district from 
the Instructions and pledges upon which 
they were nominated and elected.

„A violation of their instructions and sol- 
emn pledges by Messrs. Small and Curtis 
would relegate these gentlemen to the shades 
of a well-merited political oblivion.

less of any instructions, is a warm supporter 
of Senator Cellom, and will remain faithful 
to his pledge made at Gilman. The Gilman 
convention has passed into history; its del- 
egates performed the duty for which they 
were selected at the primaries, were dis- 
‘charged, and have returned to private life. 
The nominations, instructions, and pledges 
of that convention cannot honorably be re- 
voked. Any petition asking Senator Small, 
Representative Curtis, or Representative 
Rankin to violate the obligations imposed by 
that convention ought to be spurned with the 
contempt that all political trickery deserves. 
The Republi¢ans have twice expressed their 
wishes on the Senatorial question, and no 
petition nor petitions procured by dishonora- 
ble met oan ought to be countenanced by 
the legislators from this district or their con- 
stituents.

LEPROSY REPORT A SURPRISE. 


Conditions in the Philippines Much 
More Serious than Supposed—Iso- 
lation Now Planned. 


D. C., Dec. 26.—An 
report to General MacArthur's review of the 
civil affairs of the Philippines for the last 
fiscal year gives some rather startling facts 
regarding the introduction and prevalence 
of leprosy in the islands. 

According to the estimates of the Fran- 
ciscan fathers, says Major Guy L. Edie, the 
writer of the report, there are no less than 
30,000 lepers in the archipelago, the major 
portion of these being in the Viscayas. 

Leprosy was introduced in 1633, when the 
Emperor of Japan sent a ship with 150 lepers 
— board to — Philippines as a present to 

be cared for the Catholic priests. Thus 
the seed was planted, and as no practical 
methods ever were adopted to eradicate the 
disease or prevent its spread it has taken firm 
root. A house to house inspection begun last 
January found more than 100 lepers con- 
cealed in dwellings. These were sent to San 
Lazaro Hospital in Manila, but many others 
escaped into the surrounding country, A 
commission is now en ed in the work of 
selecting island or islands for the 
purpose o ting all the lepers in t 
archipelago. ge

AND SMOKE INSPECTOR. 
-The problem of reducing the smoke 
puisance is quite as much the problem of 
educating proprietors and firemen concern- 
fag the possibilities of improvement and en- 
couraging them to appropriate effort as it 
is of prosecutions. It is largely the problem 
of organizing action and sentiment on the 


subject. 

The City of Chicago is now paying one 
Chief Smoke Inspector $2,000 a year and 
six assistants $1,000 each to deal with the 
smoke question. But they have never car- 


ried out any educational effort nor awak- 


ened any interest or coöperation among 
Owners, engineers, or public bodies, nor have 
they achieved any substantial improvement. 


“They summon a few people into court and 


secure fines, but the making of smoke con- 
tinues. 

What is the reason for this state of 
things? It is mainly the fact that the Chief 
Smoke Inspector—a florist by trade—is not 
qualified for his place. He was appointed 
about three years ego as sixty-day man, 
and something over a year ago, under the 
then dubious administration of the Civil 
Service board, he was appointed to the 
office after examination. He has failed, 
however, to show ability to cope in any 


- effective manner with the duties of the po- 


sition. The smoke situation is practically 
the same as it was three years ago, and dur- 
ing that period nothing has ever come from 
the Chief Inspector indicating that he had 


even planned or conceived anything pro- 


gressive respecting his subject. 
After a man has been in an important 


- @fice of this sort for three years, and has 


peither registered any substantial advance 
nor indicated any capacity or promise in 
that direction, it is time for his record to 
be overhauled and for him to make way for 
a qualified su¢cessor. 

So far as public action is concerned, smoke 
abatement awaits the appointment as Chief 
Inspector of a man who will possess the 
requisite technica! qualifications for dealing 
intelligently with the subject of boilers and 

coal consumption, who will feel the braad 
public interests at stake in respect to this 
matter, and who will have the necessary 
initiative, intelligence, and tact to organize 
and direct a real movement for smoke abate- 
ment—such a movement as has been or-

FOLLOWING A WILL-0’-THE-WISP. 
The Republican leaders in Congress are 
not in favor of the passage of Representa- 
tive Orumpacker's bill to decrease the rep- 
resentation in the House and in the Blec- 
toral Colleges of Southern States which 
have, by constitutional provisions, disfran- 
chised large numbers of their citizens, The 
reason for this unwillingness to enforce 
the fourteenth amendment is said to be 
the belief of the leaders in question that 
a white man’s Republican party can be 
built up in the South if the feelings of the 
people of that part of the country are not 
wounded by what they would look on as 
“unfriendly legislation.“ 

Since it became evident that the dis- 
franchisement of the black voters in the 
cotton States was a fact which had to 
be aecepted some Republican leaders have 
been looking hopefully for the day when 
the white vote of the South would be some-. 
what evenly divided, For many years it 
was confidently assumed that when the 
“black terror was disposed of the “old 
Whigs” of the South, or their sons} would 
become Republicans. It was hoped that 
the expansion of the manufacturing indus- 
tries of the South would make men first 
protectionists and then Republicans. The 
“old Whigs” who are not in their graves 
are mostly Democrats. There is much more 
protection sentiment in the South than there 
used to be, but those who entertain it still 
vote for Democratic candidates. 

Fear of “negro domination” in South 
Carolina or Mississippi vanished years ago. 
There has been no growth of Republican 
sentiment in either of those States. They 
are to al] appearances as unalterably Demo- 
eratic as Vermont is unalterably Repub- 


cratic leaders in States like Tennessee and 
Virginia that they shall not be carried by 
the Republicans under any circumstances. 
These leaders will not change their policy 
if the Republican party is so good-natured 
as to ignore the fourteenth amendment in 
order that some of the Gulf States may 
have a representation they are not en- 
titled to. 

For many years to come the Republicans 
—whether they do or do not enforce the 
fourteenth amendment—need not expect any 
Southern electoral votes unless, indeed, the 
conditions of 1896 and 1900 are renewed. 
Then they may look for the votes of one 
or two border States. They will have to 
depend on the votes of Northern States 
to elect their Presidential candidates. The 
policy to be pursued to carry these States 
is to administer the affairs of government 
with energy, intelligence, and economy, and 
to enforce the constitution instead of dis- 
regarding it in the hope of building up the 
party in the solid South. | |

THE LATEST ELIXIR. 
Professors Loeb and Lingle of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago are said to have dis- 
covered that common salt furnishes the 
force which makes the heart beat. It will 
be remembered that Professor Loeb some 
time ago announced a process for creating 
life in unfertilized eggs by the use of salt 
water. It now appears, according to the 
learned professor, that life is also sustained 
by the electrochemical force existing in 
ordinary salt, which causes the heart to 
beat. When a man's heart stops beating, 
therefore, it will be necessary to inject 
only the right solution of sodium chloride 
into his veins in order to start the organ 
to going again and restore activity and life. 
There is one excellent feature about the 
new elixir of life—it is cheap. This is a 
great improvement upon the common run 
of elixirs, Since the days of medieval al- 
chemists and their drinkable gold and other 
sure preventives of death this element of 
prohibitive cost bas always stood in the 
way of their general use. Occasionally 
some patent elixir has done a good turn in 
making its imventor rich, but there has 
been no noticeable decline in the déath 
rate of the race.

| “WORST OF ALL NATIONS.” 

There were a few discordant notes in the 
joyous chorus of .Christmas cheer in the 
United States—a-few fights, robberies, and 
other acts of violence—but nothing so de- 
pressing as the hoarse note that issued from 
the quiet academic groves of Cambridge, 
Meas. The effect of this latter phenomenon 
upon the nerves is unpleasant, but the noise 
need create no alarm, for it is only Professor 
Charles Eliot Norton declaring again in 
high nasal tones that the United States is 
the “ worst of all mations.” Having called 
together 200 Harvard and Radcliffe stu- 
dente at a Christmas eve reception, Pro- 
fessor Norton could not refrain from his 
confirmed habit, contracted in the last two 
years, of denouncing the nation for refusing 
te surrender Manila and the Philippine 
archipelago to a few armed and maranding 
Malay adventurers. 

It will be a surprise to most people to learn 
from Professor Norton that “for the last two 
Christmases there has been a sad gloom 
hanging over this country.” In his jaun- 
diced imagination there is no more peace 
and good will to men, nor can there be any 
until the Americans withdraw from the 
Philippines. “Today the United States is 
standing forth as one of the worst of all 
nations, for she is expressing ill-will to- 
ward man; she is at war.” Professor Nor- 
ton has never been in the Philippines and 
knows nothing about the conditions there 
except by hearsay and imagination. Near- 
ly every man who has been there and seen 
the insurgents agrees that there could 
scarcely: be a baser expression of III-will 
toward man than to do what thie college 
professor suggests. 
This discordant cry from Professor Nor- 
ton, breaking in upon the peace of an un- 
usually merry Christmas, reminds one of 
the famous courtroom speech by Patrick 
Henry in which he drew a glowing picture 
of the triumph of the patriots at Yorktown, 
and then suddenly closed with the words: 
“But hark! What notes of discord are 
these which disturb the general joy and 
silence the acclamations of victory? They 
are the notes of John Hook, bawling hoarse-

BONES OF FATHER MARQUETTE. 

Chicago people may well feel a keen his- 
torical interest in the present dispute over 
the whereabouts of the bones of Father 
Marquette. The great Jesuit, in company 
with that equally daring and adventurous 
apostle of commerce, Louis Joliet, was the 
first white man to visit and describe the 
present site of Chicago. More than a hun · 


| dred years before the Declaration of Inde- 


‘pendence was signed he came up the II- 
linois River in an Indian canoe, and by 
making a short portage entered the Chicago 
River and thence paddled into Lake Michi- 
gan. In the winter of 1674-75 he lived four 
months in a cabin on the South Branch of 
the Chicago River, in the vicinity of what 
is still sometimes called Bridgeport.’ On 
the strength of that residence he may, per- 
haps, be called the first white settler of 
Chicago, as Joliet was the first to suggest 
the building of a channel to connect Lake 
Michigan with the Mississippi. 

So far as the dispute over the present loca- 
tion of the relics of Father Marquette is 
concerned it is not probable that the ques- 
tion can ever be positively settled. It is 
known that in May, 1675, Marquette left 
the Indian village on the Illinois ‘River 
where he had established a mission and 


| started to return by way of the Chicago 


River and Lake Michigan to the larger 
It was 
his plan to paddle up the eastern shore of 
the lake until he reached his journey’s end. 
But he was in bad health and was suffer- 
ing from an ineurable disease. On May 
19, 1675, he reached a point on the east 
shore of Lake Michigan, near the mouth 
of a little river, possibly the St. Joseph, 
where he requested his party to land him. 
That night in a bark hut, hastily thrown up, 
the missionary died. He was buried next 
day on the bank of the little river. Two 
years later a large party of Indians, who 
held the memory of the good father in 
veneration, disinterred the remains and took 


them to St. Ignace in a canoe, the escort 


consisting of a great fleet of canoes filled 
with red men singing their songs of mourn- 
ing. At St. Ignace the remains were buried 
under the floor of the chapel of the mission 
which Marquette had founded. That much 
is a matter of early though probably au- 
thentie history. Whether the Indians who 
took what they believed to be the body of 
Marquette to St. Ignace made a mistake and 
whether the bones were removed from their 
second resting place at St. Ignace are ques- 
tions which can hardly be answered at this 
late date. Poy. 


THE STREET RAILWAY BILL. 

The new street railway bill for Illinois 
which the special Street Railway commit- 
tee recommends the City Council to pro- 
mote in the coming Legislature has been 
issued, and it bears evidence of care in its 
preparation. | 

In the main, it is conceived in sympathy 
with the principle of home rule and is es- 
sentially an enabling bill. It is designed 
not only to reserve the street railway ques- 
tion to local authorities, but to give the 
latter enlarged powers for dealing with it. 
In this respect it is in sharp contrast not 
only with the defeated Humphrey bills, 
which involved direct legislative grants, but 
also with the Allen law, which, though 
requiring local consent for grants, pre- 
scribed -their most important terms. The 
ultimate purpose of this bill in relation to 
Chicago is to make it possible for the city 
to carry out a consistent and progressive 
line of policy whereby it may be relieved 
from the backwardness and abuses which 
today characterize its immensely profitable 
surface transportation. | Pe 

One of the important new provisions of 
the bill is that which authorizes cities, 
after a four-sevenths populan vote to that 
effect, to acquire, own, and operate street 
tailways. It is provided, however, that the 
bonds for such purpose cannot be issued 
against the general credit of the city, but 
only against the property to be acquired, to- 
gether with a franchise to operate the 
same for not more than twenty years. 
There is also a provision that any fran- 
chise for more than five years must be sub- 
mitted to popular vote on petition of 10 
per cent of the electorate. This percent- 
age, however, is so large that a flagrant 
case would be required to provoke the prep- 
aration of a petition of that size. 

Another subjeet on which the commis- 
sion has been moderate—indeed, moderate 
to the point of inexcusable timidity—is that 
which forbids the issuing of watered stocks 
or bonds to an extent of “ more than 25 per 
cent in excess of the actual cost of the

„Wen I was a child I was greatly given to 
hero-worship,” she says, “ and always had 
a reigning enthusiasm for some public char- 
acter or other.

I had a per- 
fect passion for Lord Wolseley, whose por- 
trait I used to cut out of illustrated news- 
papers. Later it was Lord Randolph Church- 
ill whom I admired, and I remember think- 
ing it a great day when once I saw him in 
the park talking and walking with my grand- 
father, Lord Barrington.

Gladstone and Cardinal Newman were the 
objects of my enthusiasm, and I uséd to write 
stories in which they were represented as 
patronizing my hero and heroine. 
**I wrote my first story when I was6 years 
old. It began in startling fashion: ‘Once 
upon a time a man was walking along a 
road, when all of a sudden he met a giantess.’ 
What the dénouement of this sensational 
encounter was I do not remember. After 
this effort I abandoned literature for art for 
a while, but, as*I never progressed beyond 
pain horses, and preferred to depict them 
as brilliant violet instead of a more natural 
color, I never attained eminence in this de- 
partment. 
“TI never crossed the ‘silver streak,’ no, 
not so much as to go to Ireland, till I was of 
age, and all my travels, such as they are, 


‘have taken place since then, so that 1 have 
not even any youthful impressions of foreign 


countries to write about. The only reminis- 
cences I can call to mind as in the least likely 
to interest Mr. O'Connor and hi readers 
are of the summer of 1893, when I was 18 
years old, and when there were army 
manceuvres on the downs round my home, 
on, I believe, a larger scale than ever before 
attempted in England.

In 1895 the population of Berlin waa 2 
now has 2,470,000 people. The gain in five 
years is practically 400,000. 

During the ten years last past Chicago has 
gained 600,000. In other words, the German 
capital, including certain suburbs which are 
already territorially a part of the city, has 
gained in five years two-thirds as many peo- 
ple as Chicago in ten years. People who be- 
lieve that American cities are unsurpassed 
in rapidity of growth must revise their ideas. 

Berlin was already settled and was a vil- 
lage of some importance in 1260, 600 years 
before a white man had even looked on what

Chicago as a new city on a new continent 
would be expected to grow with great rapid- 
ity. The wonder is much greater that a 
venerable town, nearly 1,000 years old, 
should renew its youth and grow at a rate 
which threatens to surpass its most enter- 
prising and youthful contemporaries. 

It took Berlin more than 700 years to reach 
800,000 inhabitants. It has taken it but 
thirty to increase that number to almost 
2,500,000. 

Modern Berlin, the city of wonderful 
growth in population and in many other di- 
rections, dates from 1861, the year when 
William I. came to the throne of Prussia. 
After the victories of 70 and 71 Berlin was 
made the capital of Germany, and from that 
2 dates the great municipal progress of 

e city. 

Berlin, which in these latter years has so 
frequently been compared with Chicago in 
the matter of growth, resembles this city 
somewhat also in the matter of its natural 
location. It is situated on what was orig- 
inally a flat, swampy plain, and is cut into

two parts by the River Spree, a stream 
which runs with a sluggish and almost im- 
perceptible current through a country which 
is on the average less than 100 feet above the 
level of the Baltic Sea. : 

To accommodate the vast increase in popu- 
lation the city has of course grown corre- 
spondingly in extent. Not only has it pushed 
out to the west and thickly covered a great 
district which was thirty years ago a region 
of suburban villas, but it has transformed 
the streets in even the oldest and most 
thickly settled parts of the city. In the place 
of the modest buildings of thirty years ago 
have sprung up rows of splendid structures 
quite in keeping with the new importance of 
the city as a world capital. 

As for private residences as they are known 
in this country, Berlin is practically without 
them.

of America. Formerly the streets of Berli 
were chiefly paved with stone blocks, where 
they were paved at all, and they were not 
models in the, way of cleanliness. ithin 
thirty years practically the whole city has 
been paved with asphalt, and the main thor- 
oushfaręs are not only swept but are actually 
scrub once each day. The same policy 
in the matter of cleanliness is followed 
throughout the city, so that the citizen of 
Berlin has perhaps a right to boast that his 
is the cleanest city in the world. 

The paved streets are saved from a large 
amount of the wear and tear of heavy traffic 
by the convenient waterways for the trans- 
portation of freight. Not only has the River 
Spreé been dredged and confined between 
stone walls, but a large number of canals 
have been built, connecting with the river 
and running into different parts of the city. 
The banks of these canals are also kept in 
beautiful order. | 

One of the great problems which the new 
Berlin has been obliged to meet is that of 
intramural transportation. It has been

Military Court of Inquiry Into | 


STORIES TOLD BY CADETS. 

Fourth Class Men Required to 

Perform Many Acts of 
Service. 


DENY. ALLEORD BRUTALITY. 


West Point, N. T., Dec. 26.—After a Christ- 
mas recess of three days the military court 
of inquiry resumed its investigation of al- 
leged brutal hazing at the West Point Mili- 
tary y this afternoon. 6 

‘Twelve witnesses were examined by Gen- 
erals Brooke, Bates, and Clous, They were. 
all of the nt first class and classmates” 
of former Cadet Breth. 

The Gret witness called was Cadet B. F. 
Browne of Virginia, now of the first class. 
He said that he knéW Boos, but did not re- 
member his being Ill while at the academy. 


any fourth class men. He said that he knew 
a cadet named MacManus, who took a tea- 
spoonful of the pepper sauce just to show 
his fellow-cadets that he could do so, and 
he suffered no ill-effects. He also said he 
had taken are onl „ feet inspections,“ which 
consisted ng hot candle grease 
on the baro tar 11 ourth class men. 

“What do you make fourth class men 
do?” 

* Nothing in barracks, but bracing,” an- 
swered the witness.” 

“In camp I have had a fourth class man 
act as special duty man. He cleaned my 
gun and bayonet and carried water and 
cleaned my tent.” 

The witness described how cadets had been 
made to run down the company streets while 
others threw water onthem. This was called 
Making Cadets Ridiculous. 
What else besides do you require a fourth 
class man to do?” inquired General Brooke. 

We have them do ridiculous formations, 
one of which. we call the ‘ barnyard." The 
men are designated by names of barnyard 
animals, and when they are told to form they 
imitate the noises made by the animals.“ 

Was there any brutality?’ 

“No, sir, there was no spirit of brutality 
in it. If there was brutality by word the 
fourth class man would resent it.“ 

“Then he would have to fight?” suggested 
General Brooke. 

Yes, Sir.“ 

“ And. get beaten?“ 

No, not always, sir; the fourth class 
men nave: won fights.”” 

‘Cadets Do Menial Service. 


“Cadet: W. D. Smith of Maryland was the 
next witness. He said he had a fourth class 
man to make up. his bed, clean his gun, carry 
water, and do other work for him in his 
tent. 

The witness described a number of ridic- 
ulous things done by fourth class men at 
the bidding of upper class men. He told 
among other things of a man being required | 
to stand on his head, and while in that 
position speak a piece and deliver a right 
hand salute with his left foot. 

What do you mean by saying men were 
required to do these things!“ 

Compeliled, sir.“ | 

“Why do they obey?’ 

The witness hesitated and then said that 
fourth\class men knew that they would have 
to do what they were told. 

Cadet Edward M. Shinkle of Ohio, another 
first class man, was the third witness. He. 
said that he had haged fourth class cadets 
by exercising and setting-up drills. There 
was nothing brutal in these exercises. De- 
‘scribing other forms of hazing in vogue 
now, he said the most ridiculous was a 
* Sammy Race.“ 

“What is a ‘Sammy Race? asked Gen- 
eral Brocke. 

Two cadets were seated face to face with 
a bowl of molasses between them,“ explained 
the witness, each being supplied with a 
other.” and they were instructed to feed each 
other.’’ 

Stories of Brutality Denied. 

Cadet Edward Canfield Jr. of New York 
was examined by General Clous. He knew 
Booz and Breth slightly. He did not haze 
Booz nor did he see him hazed by any one. 
The witness said that the Boos-Keller fight 
was the outcome of a retort Boos made to a 
cadet while he was on guard duty. 

Kerr T. Riggs, a cadet from Kentucky, 
said he was a classmate of Cadet Breth. He 
never heard of the latter being placed in a 
strait jacket. He sat opposite Cadet Booz 
at table, and Booz seemed to have a goad ap- 
petite. The witness never heard Booz com- 
plain of his throat. He never heard of a man 
fainting from hazing. If such a thing oc- 
curred the hazing would amount to brutality. 

Cadet William Tidball of Virginia swore 
that on one occasion when in camp in 1897 
Cadet Breth was exhausted from exercising, 
and he saw some of the cadets giving him 
whisky. The witness said that he had eaten 
quinine pills when he was a fourth class man. 

Cadet George M. Russell of New Hamp- 
oe said he had exercised Bobs and braced 

m. 

The court adjourned at 6 ofclock to recon- 
vene at 9 o’clock tomorrow morning.

Dr. Arnold Klets—The hearts of animals, 
chiefly lower vertebrates, but also of mam- 
mals under cert conditions, can be made 
to beat after death by artificially supplying 
them with a common salt solution. I was 
able to do that years ago in Professor Kro- 
necker’s laboratory in Berne, even after the 
heart had been artificially frozen for a 
short time. For years surgeons have used a 
salt solution for infusion into the circulatory 
system in cases of previous loss of blood. Dr. 
Loeb has studied deeply certain details of the 
action of salt solutions on muscle fibers, and 
I hope he has eyplved some interesting and 
valuable theories; Of this we shall be able 
to judge later.

BREAK IN PRICE OF LARD. 
Cudahys Stop Their Heavy Buying for 
December Delivery and Cause a 
Slump in the Product. 


The price of lard for December delivery. 
‘which has been maintained at Over seven 
cents a pound for several weeks, the closing 
price on the Board of Trade Saturday being 
$7.20 a hundred pounds, dropping 32% cents 
yesterday, closing at $6.87%. The high price 
has been the result of the large purchases of 
the Cudahys, who believed that with rela- 
tively small stocks of lard in Chicago and 
all over the world and a good cash demand it 
was worth over seven cents a pound. The 
Cudahys have digclaimed any idea of corner- 
ing the market, and as the packers could 


manufacture lard almost exclusively and 
turn it out in great q tities up to the last 
day of the month, there has been no suspicion 


among well-inf ed people that a corner 
was in progress. It seemed yesterday, how- 
ever, that the Cudahys had given up the at- 
tempt to maintain prices. They shipped out 
the lard as fast as they could get it; but 
latterly the packers have held the lard back, 
to deliver it on the last day of the month, 
accumulating here, and lard 
has been brought in from other packing cen- 
ters, attracted by the higher prices. 

When the Cudahys stopped buying yester- 
day the price broke sharply and the premium 
over January fell from 32% cents te 10 cents. 
As the Cudahys started in their bull cam- 
paign when mber was about the price 
January is now! and hedged their purchases 
by cash sales or sales of January, they are 
not likely to l anything, but the trade does 
not believe. the ull deal has made them any 
money.
